Union Men Barred 

“If any shop exists in the steel 
industry it is a closed shop, closed 
to the man who wants to belong to 
a union. He cannot work in the 
steel industry if he belongs to a un- 
ion, and the best evidence of thai 
fact is that in the steel plants of 
the United States Steel corporation 
today there are no union men, 

“There is no man who dares say 
he belongs to a union, Why? Be- 
cause the secret service bureau and 
the intelligence department of the 
Carnegie Steel company, the 
National Tube company, the 
of the steel corporation, report that 
man and he is immediately dis- 
charged, if he attends a union meet- 
ing, or if he gives voice to a senti- 
ment that indicates his desire to be- 
long to a union. 

“That is the kind of open shop 
that exists in the steel industry 
which Mr. Lamont comes here this 
morning and pleads with this com- 
mittee to maintain in the future. 

Employers Thoroughly Organized 

“Organized Labor in America 
wants the right to organize if it 
wants to organize. Every employer 
has the right to join these trade as- 
sociations. The enactment of this 
bill will make it almost mandatory 
upon every substantial employer of 
labor and producer of commodities 
transported in interstate commerce 
to join an organization for his pro- 
tection. Through this legislative en- 
actment there will be a closed shop 
to employers and industrialists in this 
country in every trade and indus- 
try, and yet distinguished gentle- 
men have the effortery to come be- 
fore this committee and propose 
that, after securing these privileges 
for themselves, they will deny to the 
workmen engaged in those industries 
the same rights and privileges which 
they arrogate to themselves. 

Hypocrisy Rampant

We have heard plenty of talk of late about inflating our | 
currency and making money cheap and easy to get. At the| 


same time a general drive having as its objective the reduc- 
tion of wages has been on and is still on. 

Instead of running around in circles and comparing prices 
fixed by arbitrary and artificial methods with those of bygone 
periods there is only one fair and honest way to determine 
to what extent money is cheap or dear and that is by the 
amount a day's wages will buy. ae 

As long as prices are being forced upward at the same 
time that wages are being forced downward, the buying power 
of the dollar is getting less and less, which means that the 
dollar is actually getting dearer no matter what the newspapers 
and hired propagandists of the gougers of the land may say 
to the contrary. 

When prices go up twenty-five per cent it becomes nec- 
essary for the man or woman with a steady job to work 
five days instead of four in order to earn enough to buy the 
same quantity that could be bought for four day's wages 
prior to the price jump. Therefore the dollar is that much 
dearer to the worker, no matter what may be said about the 
dollar being cheaper. 

Not satisfied with jumping the price on the gouged and 
mercilessly exploited wage earners stop and consider what 
wage cuts at such a time means. Suppose wages are cut 
twenty per cent that would mean that the wage earner would 
have to work an extra day to earn the same amount of money 
in five days that was formerly earned in four days, hence 
again the dollar is made dearer to such a wage earner by just 
that much no matter what may be said to the contrary. 


If wages are cut twenty per cent and prices are increased 
twenty-five percent at the same time the wage earner cannot 
even earn the price increase by an extra day of labor. With 
wages reduced twenty per cent it becomes necessary to work 
a day and a quarter extra to earn the amount formerly re- 
ceived for one day’s work and that is the amount in dollars 
that a twenty-five per cent increase in price actually will mean 
to such a wage earner. 


Putting both together it will be seen that when wages 
are cut twenty per cent and prices raised twenty-five per cent 
every wage earner so affected is placed in the very unpleasant 
predicament of being obliged to work six days and a quarter 
to earn enough money to buy the same amount of goods he 
was able to buy with the wages of four days’ labor before the 
wage cutters and price boosters got their work in on him. 

No matter what anybody says so long as such juggling is 
going on the dollar is getting dearer to the man who works 
for a living and who has his wages cut at the same time that 
prices of what he must have to live are increased. 


Any body who can make himself believe this is cheap 
money is pretty poor at figures and logical thinking. To make 
anybody else believe it he would have to be extraordinarily 
adept at juggling figures and to make the fellow who has 
to work six days and a quarter in order to get enough money 
to buy the same he formerly bought with four days’ work he 
would either have to hypnotize him first or get his so com- 
pletely muddled up with the arts of a sorcerer that he would 


accept as gospel truth anything he told him, no matter how 
absurd it might be. 


Among the fallacies that have cropped up during the 
present crisis there is none that has proven more destructive 
than that of reducing wages. In the same proportion that 
wages may be reduced in any industry or locality in that 
same proportion the depression must become worse, for the 
simple and indisputable reason that buying power is thereby 
reduced. The more wages are reduced the less buying power 
will be possible. Instead of making conditions better or 
decreasing the depression all wage cuts have the inevitable 
effect of making conditions just that much worse. 


Let no wage earner or farmer imagine that some benev- 
olent somebody is going to fix up a path of roses for the 
common people to travel. At best the sledding is bound to be 
plenty tough, even with those who are willing to join hands 
with their fellows to help battle for their common cause. 
But it had far better be understood right now that those who 
are unwilling to lift a finger in behalf of themselves and their 
own can rest assured that they also will get nothing. 


For any bank to be a party to stock gambling or to join 
hands with other banks to bring about a general reduction of 
wages, as was done by the international bankers prior to the 
present depression, and thus be responsible for bringing it on 
to the extent that their power and influence was capable of 


doing this, constitutes practices, which should not be permitted 
to continue.
